1. AT TURKISH INITIATIVE, MISSOFF (SHOSTAL) MET WITH TURKISH DEPUTY 
PERMREP TULUMEN FOR DISCUSSION OF CBMS. TULUMEN SAID HIS AUTHORITIES 
ARE DISTRUBED ABOUT SEEMING LACK OF ALLIED UNDERSTANDING IN GENEVA 
NATO CAUCUS OF TURKISH DESIRE TO EXCLUDE PARTS OF TURKISH TERRITORY 
FROM AREA OF APPLICATION FOR CBM ON MILITARY MANEUVERS. TULUMEN 
SHOWED MISSOFF SMALL MAP DEPICITING AREA OF EXCLUSION CORRESPONDING 
TO THAT DESCRIBED IN REFTEL. 
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2. TULUMEN SAID THIS MATTER VERY IMPORTANT TO TURKEY AND HIS 
GOVERNMENT TENTATIVELY PLANNED TO RAISE IT IN NATO. LEVEL 
AT WHICH TURKS WOOULD RAISE ISSUE WOULD DEPEND ON PROGRESS 
MADE AT NATO CAUCUS DISCUSSIONS IN GENEVA AS WELL AS ON 
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ALLIED REACTIONS IN BRUSSELS CORRIDOR CONVERSATIONS. IN 
ADDITION TO U.S., TULUMEN SAID HE WOULD BE SPEAKING TO UK, 
CANADIAN AND FRENCH DELS. 

3. TULUMEN STATED HIS AUTHORITIES WERE ALSO CONCERNED THAT 
ALLIES SEEMED SURPRISED IN GENEVA BY TURKISH INSISTENCE ON 
EXCLUDING PARTS OF TURKISH TERRITORY. HE NOTED TURKISH DEL 
HAD RASISED MATTER IN NATO POLADS DURING SUMMER DISCUSSIONS ON 
CBMS, THOUGH HE ADMITTED TURKISH REP ONLY TOUCHED ON THIS 
CONCERN AND DID NOT DETAIL IT IN POLADS DISCUSSIONS. (COMMENT: 

TULUMEN TECHNICALLY CORRECT-SEE USNATO 4525, PAR 7- PER 
STATE 187600, U.S. REP ON AUGUST 27 SAID U.S. WOULD WELCOME 
CONCRETE TURKISH PROPOSAL ON THIS SUBJECT. TO DATE TURKS HAVE 
NOT RESPONDED TO THIS SUGGESTION IN BRUSSELS. END COMMENT) 

4. TULUMEN SAID HE HOPED MISSION COULD GIVE HIM BY 

LATE MONDAY OR EARLY TUESDAY (OCTOBER 21-22) SOME REACTION TO 
TURKISH INTENTION OF RAISING AREA OF NOTIFICATION ISSUE IN ONE 
OF PRINCIPLE NATO COMMITTEES. 

5. COMMENT. MISSION SUGGESTS THAT IF TURKS WANT TO 

RAISE MATTER IN NAC, SPC, OR POLADS, WE SHOULD NOT OBJECT. BEST 
LINE WOULD APPEAR TO BE THAT WE ARE STILL PREPARED TO STUDY 
A SPECIFIC TURKISH PROPOSAL.
